A deal was closed yesterday

Fox-Woodsum Lumber Co. its 
holdings here consisting of the 
Fox-Woodsum. lumber yard at 
‘the corner of Euclid avenue 
and Ninth street and the Up- 
land Planing Mill adjoining 
the yard on the south. 


The Fox-Woodsum Company 
operates a chain of lumber 
yards throughout Southern 
California and both Mr. An- 
drews and Mr. Sargent have 
been managers of the Upland 
yards at different periods dur- 
ing the history of the Fox- 
Woodsum Company here. The 
Fox-Woodsum Company  pur- 
chased the property of the 
Atwood-Blakeslee Lumber Co. 
some fifteen years ago and la- 
ter on purchased the Upland 
Planing Mill of D. D. Crew. 


With the change in the own- 
ership of the lumber yard and 
the planing mill both institu- 
tions become locally owned 
and the new organization is to 
be known as ‘‘The - Upland 
Lumber and Milling Co., Inc.,’’ 
Mr. Andrews and Mr. Sar- 
gent being the principals in the 
incorporation.

Colonel Mitchell 


(San Bernardino Telegram) 

Tt is doubtless true, as is remarked by Rep- 
resentative Frank Reed of Illinois, that “‘they 
have finally got Colonel Mitchell.”’ At least 
those Americans who do not believe that an 
organization of any kind, much less the Unit- 
ed States Army, can function without disci- 
pline will hope they ‘have finally got Colonel 
Mitchell.”’ If Colonel Mitchell were not got- 
ten, the Articles of War might as well be jetti- 
soned and’ any semblance of military organt- 
zation abandoned. : 

President Coolidge’s attitude in approving 
the court-martial sentence imposed on Colonel 
Mitchell of supension from all rank and. duty 
is, none the less, courageous. The action of 
the President in modifying the deeree of the 
military court to permit Mitchell to receive, 
during his suspension, half of his flying pay, 
will not go far to mitigate the storm of pro- 
test which will be made by that mass which is 
psychologically against the government and 
for insubordination. Those who feel that an 
army officer should be encouraged to attack 
his superiors, impugn their motives and ques- 
tion their intelligence, their patriotism and 
their judgment, will censure the President for 
interfering with that sort of an affair. 

In concluding a lengthy statement dealing 
with the Mitchell sentence, President Cool- 
idge says: 

“The sentence 
duly executed except as hereinafter provided. 
The Seeretary of War reports that the present 
monthly pay of the accused, without the spe- 
cial pay allowed to those who are actively en- 
gaged in flying, is $438.33. His allowance for 
rental and subsistence are $156 per month. 
If he be granted his rental and subsistence 
and one-half of his pay the amount is under- 
stood to be $397.67.’’ 

Observers will deduce from the foregoing 
that Colonel Mitchell is not unduly penalized 
in a financial way for his insubordination. A 
salary of approximately $400 monthly, even 
in these times of high living costs, is not 
penury although i is not a fortune. None 
the less, the Colonel should be able to keep the 
wolf from the door. Not a few of his fellow 
citizens in various occupations, who are prob- 
ably as courageous and intelligent as he and 
certainly as tactful, would be glad ‘to receive 
a pay check of that dimension each month. 

President Coolidge could do no less than 
agree with the authorities that Colonel Miteh- 
ell should be punished. Had he overturned 
the order of the court, there would have been

Cooperative Marketing 


(Fontana Herald) 

At the recent natienal convention of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation the follow- 
ing strong resolution on cooperative market- 
ing was passed: 

Whereas, coopérative marketing of farm 

products is past the experimental stage, and 

Whereas, the principle and practice of ¢o- 
operative commodity marketing has been en- 
‘ dorsed by the President of the United States, 
> Secretary of Agriculture, Secretary of Com- 
merce, and other officials high in the coun: 
dils of the government, and the leaders in 

finance, industry and education, and 

Whereas, it is recognized by agricultural 


- economists and farm leaders throughout the 


eountry that cooperative marketing offers the - 


‘most promising solution of the difficult prob- 
lem of marketing farm crops through self- 

ip and cooperative effort; therefore be it 
ved, that the American Farm Bureau 


tis 
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in convention assembled, pledges again its 
whole-hearted interest and support to all 
groups of farmers interested in cooperative 
marketing and we pledge our cooperation to 
all such organizations and we eall on all state 
farm bureaus to give encouragement, counsel 
and support. to all efforts at organization in 
which farm bureaus are organized, and be it 
further 

Resolved, that we petition the United States 
Department of Agriculture and the extension 
service department of the land grant colleges 
of this country to instruct their employees, 
agents and teachers to lend their influence 
and support in teaching the recognized prin- 
ciples and practices of cooperative marketing 
and in assisting existing cooperative associa- 
tions in their operating policies and member 
ship relations. 

And, we recommend to the incoming ad- 
ministzation that in the arrangement of the 
budget for 1926, it set aside sufficient. funds 
to the end that this department may func- 
tion to the most efficient degree possible. 

Be it further resolved, that a copy of this 
resolution be sent to the Secretary of Agri- 
eutture, to the directors of the extension ser- 
viee of the land grant colleges. presidents of 
the state farm bureaus ay. to the agricul- 
tural press. 

We approve of the general policy of our 
marketing department establishing contacts 
through state bureaus with existing market- 
ing association, as well as with those propos- 
ing to form new organizations, thus creating 
an agency to give counsel and advice on all 
farmers’ cooperative business undertakings. 

We urge a continuation of the practice that 
a thorough study of all surrounding condi- 
tions should first be made before launching a 
proposed cooperative marketing association 
and that the undertaking should not be start- 
ed unless the facts revealed indicate a fair 
chance of success. 

Further, we commend the poliey of care- 
ful financing, adequate accounting and the 
observance of the cardinal rules of business. 

We commend the stand taken by the Na- 
tional Farm Bureau and especially their re- 
marks of caution’ following the resolution. We 
believe that many of the cooperative failures 
are due to not properly studying eonditions 
before organizing marketing association and 
also in not running them on strict, busmess 
principles. 

As someone has stated, ‘‘a real need must 
exist for such organizations or they cannot 
hope to be successful,’’ 

Unless such need exists and the volume of 
business is sufficient to permit of economical 
operation a cooperative marketing organiza- 
tion is likely to increase the cost of marketing 
rather than decrease it, thus defeating the 


main purpose for which such associations are 


organized.

School Students 
Proctors? 


(Pomona Progress) 


Do High Need 


Finding much to be alarmed at in “‘the _ 


morals of the growing generation;’’ a New 
York grand jury recommends the appoint- 
ment of proctors to advise high school students 
in an effort to prevent their straying from 
the straight and narrow path. 

The jurors further recommend that the 
wearing of expensive jewelry in public places 
be reduced to a minimum, and suggest legisla- 
tion forbidding the manufacture of any arti- 
cle resembling a revolver or automatic pistol. 

As to the last two suggestions, there is no 
disputing their cold practicality and common 
sense, Less ostentatious show of jewelry and 
other evidence of wealth would mean fewer 
hold-ups. No question about it. A man, to 
succumb to temptation, first must be tempted. 

And it would be a wise thing, indeed, if 
the manufacture of all toy pistols should be 
prohibited For two reasons: first, because 
an astonishingly large number of these toys 
have been used in robberies; second, beecause 
of their influence on the child mind. The pos- 
session of a toy pistol by a young boy almost 
invariably inculeates a desire to own the real 


_thing, and sometimes ‘these youngsters find a 


way of getting what they want. 

But proctors—meaning, of course, virtual 
managers—for high school children? Oh, 
hardly. In all fairness to these much-discuss- 


ed youngsters, aren’t they getting too much 


advice now? : 

We oldsters seem a “bit reluctant in con- 
ceding -that our boys and girls, along with 
their high school education, can absorb a lit- 
tle common sense at the same time. If an 
evangelism of morality, is needed, it is not in 
the high schools, bh among the boys and 
girls who should be in high school and are not.

ness. That is bred om street. corners and in 
pool rooms—not in class rooms. 


What the men Hke! Most men 
like ham, bacon or cheese, in any 
form. Try these new ways of. fix- 
ing them: 


: Creole Ham Caranes 

To one cupful of minced boiled 
ham add one minced onion and one 
minced clove garlic. Put these in 
a, frying.pan with one tablespoonful 
of butter. When these have cook- 


jjed three minutes, add one tomato 


and one green pepper which have_ 
been chopped fine. Season with 
salt and pepper and cook the mix- 
ture until thick enough to spread 
on six rounds of buttered toast. 
Dredge with 2-3 of a cupful of 


‘| grated Parmesan cheese and bake 


for five minutes in a hot oven 
(450 degrees F.). 


Hot Ham and Egg Sandwich 

Spread slices of bread with mus- 
tard butter (make mustard butter 
by creaming together butter and 
dry mustard or mustard sauce). 
Place p thin slice of hot broiled 
ham on each piece of bread and 
top it with either a fried or a 
poached egg. Serve at once. It} 
desired, this sandwich may be cov- 
ered with a cream sauce to which 
mushrooms have been added. 


Cneese and Bacon on Toast 

Fry bacon crisply and lay upon 
pieces of toast. Pour oyer them 
a cheese sauce made as follows: 
1 ecupful cream, 1 cupful milk, % 
poutid of cheese, 2 eggs, 1. tea- 
spoonful of butter, salt and pepper. 
Heat the milk and cheese in a} 
double boiler, add the butter. 


' When -the cheese is melted add the 


cream. Stir in the’ well-beaten 
eggs and then cook for three min- 
utes. ‘Pour over ‘the bacon and 
toast at once. Serve immediately. 


Cheese on Toast 

One way to prepare a tasty and 
very quickly made tit-bit, is to 
cut -thin, fairly large slices of 
cream cheese and lay on slices of 
bread. Pat in oven and toast 
until bread is brown. By that 
time cheese will have become soft 
enough to spread. Salt and pepper 
to taste. 


Baked Sausage and Baked Apples 

In the center of a roasting pan 
place sausages. Let them cook for 
two or three minutes, then pierce 
each one with a silver fork. Core 
tart apples and surround the saus- 
ages with them. Return to the 
oven and allow ‘to cook till the 
sausages and apples are well bak- 
ed. Baste the apples and saus- 
ages frequently with the juice from 
the apples and with the grease 
from the sausages. 


Ham Loaf 

Two pounds of fresh pork to one 
pound of raw chopped smoked 
ham. Salt and pepper,..one tup- 
ful of bread crumbs, one egg, and 
one cupful of sweet milk. Mix all 
together and form into a loaf and 
bake for about two hours. Serve 
with currant sauce. To make the 
sauce, place a piece of butter 
about the size of a walnut and a 
glassful of currant jelly in a dou- 
ble boiler; beat this well. Grad- 
ually add two tablespoonfuls of 
sherry wine flavoring. Heat and 
serve at once. 


Cheese in Scallop Shells or 
Ramekins 

1 cup milk, 2 cups bread crumbs, 
Y% teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon pep- 
per, % teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, 2 cups grated American 
cheese. . 

Pour milk over bread crumbs, 
add seasoning, half the cheese and 
mix well; fill greased scallop 
shells or ramekins; sprinkle with 
remainder of cheese and a few 
fresh bread crumbs and bake in 
moderate oven thirty minutes, 


Cheese Straws 

1° cup grated American cheese, 
1 cup flour, 1 teaspoon baking pow- 
der, 1-16 teaspoon cayenne pepper, 
\% teaspoon paprika, 1 egg, 2 table- 
‘spoons milk. 

Mix together cheese, flour, bak- 
‘ing powder, cayenne pepper ard 
paprika; add beaten egg; mix 
well; add milk enough to make 
a stiff dough. Roll out % inch 
thick, on floured board; cut into 
strips five inches long and Y% inch 
wide. Bake in hét oven 15 min- 


utes. 


Hamburg Sphagetti 

One pound hamburg, one pack- 
age macaroni or sphagetti, one can 
tomatoes, one cup dry cheese 
ground, two onions, two mengoes 
(the mengoes may be omitted). 
Cook sphagetti in salt water until 
tender, rinse with cold water and 
drain, chop aud cook tomatoés, on- 
ions, mengoes together. Put ham- 
burg in frying pan (without 
grease). Cook until it looks white, 
then cook hamburg with tomatoes, 
onions and mengoes, then add 
sphagetti and cheese, butter, salt, 
red pepper. If too dry, add littie 
water. Half this recipe makes 
enough for six people,

San Bernardino County is to 
benefit in the nationwide system 
of standardized roads which will 
be officially termed United States 
Highways under an order of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture William M. 
Jardine. The State Highway Com- 
mission recently announced the 
selection of an interstate road 
board which will govern the new 
road plan. _ 

The National Old Trails road, 
which enters the state at Topock 
has been designated as a United 
States highway and will bear the 
number of Route 60. 

The Crescent City-Grant’s Pass 
connection is designated Route 199 
and Route 91, which extends north 
and south through Salt Lake City, 
and enters California near Needles, 
San Bernardino County. 

Norton Was Member | 

The United States roads, which 
are to be marked with the Ameri- 
can shield, route numbers and uni- 
form caution and danger signs in 
all sections of the country, will 
include 145 routes and 75,884 miles 
‘of highway. R. M. Norton, Cali- 
fornia state highway engineer, was 
a member of the special board of 
selection. 

United States routes through 
San. Bernardino County are ex- 
pected to divert many through this 
section as they tour westward in 
their machines. The State High- 
way Conimission announces the 
following U. S. routes passing thru 


California: 


Southland Through Yreka 

Route 99 follows, fn part, the 
route now designated as the Pa- 
cific Highway, extending south- 
ward through Yreka, Redding, Red 
Bluff, Willows, Woodland, Davis, 
Sacramento, Stockton, Fresno, Bak- 
ersfield, Los Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino to El Centro 

Route 101 follows the Redwood 
and Coast Highways through Cres- 
cent City, Arcata, Eureka, Willits, 
Sausalito, San Francisco, San Jose, 
San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Los Angeles; Whittier, Santa Ana, 
San Diego to Tia Juana. 

The Crescent City-Grant’s Pass 
connection is designated Route 199 
and Route 91, which extends north 
and south through Salt Lake City, 
enters California near Needles, 
San Bernardino County. 

The first east and -west route in 
California is Route 40, the Victory 
Highway. which passes westward 
throvgh the center of the nation, 
entering California through the 
Truckee River Canyon, 
through Auburn, Sacramento, Dav- 
is, Fairfield, Benicia, Martinez, 
Richmond to Oakland. 

The next of the east and west 
routes is Route 48, which extends 
from Stockton to Oakland and San 
Jose. 

Route 60, the National Old Trails 
enters the state at Topock and 
extends. westward through Bar- 
stow to San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles. . 

The most southerly . route is 
Route 80, the old Spanish trail, 
which runs westward through 
Yuma, Ariz. to El Centro and San 
Diego.

Money put 
into fine fabrics and garments of 
eenservative, but good, lines are 
not extravagances, for one gets 
from them the limit of service. It 
is the unwise purchase—made, per- 
haps, because the thing itself is 
so appealing that keeps us from 
having something else or the other 
somethings that the mode of the 
hour really demands. 

We want—we must have—smart 
hats and shoes; silk hoslery; the 
handbags and the costume jewelry 
of fashion, But if we spend all our 
budget on the fundamentals of 
dresses and suits, we cannot have 
the costume details that are really 
imperative. Or, if we manage the 
latter “somehow,” they are not 
what we want at all. And the cheap 
stockings develop a run when they 
are most needed; the inexpensive 
beads, poorly strung, that matched 
end had to “do,” break their bind- 
ing thread at a critical moment; 
or the sleasy scarf fades to a hodge- 
podge of colors! 

We are facing spring and sum- 
mer with an untouched budget, 
How can we spend it wisely, 80 
that we may have the garments we 
need and the correct accessories? 
Fashion lends us help—subtly, per- 
haps, but unmistakably. No matter 
how-many times you hear it—there 
are sure to be moments when you 
forget it. The two-piece frock is 
the most economical idea that has 
entered fashion in a decade—even 
more economical than the idea of 
the costume ensemble, both of 
which will aid you in apportioning 
your budget satisfactorily, 

Remember that Fashion decrees 
a wide range of colors and an even 
wider range of shades of those col- 
ors, Buy in some one range or in 
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two ranges that harmonize. 
remember that there are gray and! 
red and yellow and purple blues— | 
for example—and keep to the same 
tinge in your blues and if you are | 
using two color ranges—let it be, | 
for example, the gray blues and! 
the ‘blue grays, or the blues that: 
hold a glint of yellow and the blue- | 
tinged yellows. Keep fabrics to, 
these tones; millinery the same; | 
wear black shoes; acquire atces- | 
sories that will ‘go’ with any”one, 
and—buy two paira of 
hosiery in every shade you select, 
remembering to select harmonizing 
shades!

BEGIN WORK ON 


~NEW EDISON UNIT 


Employing 600 men, Llewel- 
lyn Iron Works this week be- 
gan the construction of 2000 
tons of structural steel for the 
second addition to the South- 
ern California Edison Compa- 
ny’s Long Beach steam plant. 

After a trip of inspection 
te the new plant yesterday, 
George C. Ward, vice president 
of ‘the company, in charge of 
construction and operation, 
announced that the new 80,- 
000 horsepower. steam turbine 
jfor this plant will be in opera- 

tion by July 1, next, several 

months sooner than contem- 
plated in the original esti- 
mates, 

Mr. Ward attributes the 
possibility of advancing the 
date of final completion of 
this job to the experience 
gained in construction of the 
110,000. horsepower addition 
which was made to this plant 
last year, to increased effici- 
ency in construction methods 
and also to better conditions 
in the material market and 
improvement in transportation 
conditions in recent months. 

This new addition will in- 
crease the capacity of the 
Long Beach plant to 280,000 
horsepower, making it the 
largest plant west of. Chicago. 
Completing the powerhouse 
building, installing the  boil- 
ers and the huge turbine and 
electrical equipment will in- 
volve a eost of $6,000,000. 

With the completion of this 
new unit the Edison Company 
will have inereased the total 
generating capacity 275,000 
horsepower and its steam gen- 
erating capacity 220,000 horse. 
power since July 1, 1924. The 
Edison Company’s total plant 
capacity during 1926 will be 
50 per cent in excess of the 
expected maximum demand of 
its load. Power from this new 
unit will be available for peak 
load as well as standby service 
for all territory served by the 

| Edison Company in Southern 
California and in the San Joa- 
quin Valley territory.

Experiment has shown that soils 
‘are sometimes loaded with fertiliz- 
ers which are not being used and 
that deep tillage makes them 
available.

This is the time of the 
year to do this work and no one 
should put it off. In many cases 
where there-:is no plow pan the 
results are excellent, due to the 
admission of oxygen into the soil.
